The 
return can also be E-filed 
free of charge. Refunds are 
received quicker if a return 
is E-filed. 


You need to bring the 
following to have your 
return prepared: Govern¬ 
ment issued picture ID 
(driver’s license, state ID, 
etc.) Social Security card, 
Medicare card or Social 
Security Benefits Statement 
for everyone claimed on the 
return, W2’s, all 1099’s (for 
interest, dividends, pen¬ 
sions, miscellaneous 
income), Social Security 
statements, and any other 
income statements. If you 
wish to itemize deductions 
bring proof of the deduc¬ 
tions, ie. mortgage interest, 
taxes on your home, medi¬ 
cal expenses, and charitable 
contributions. Also please 
bring your 2012 tax return 
as some information may be 
needed from that return. 

TaxAide volunteers are 
not trained to prepare farm, 
rental or business returns, 
therefore cannot prepare 
those returns.

Optometrists offer tips on how to deal 


with dry eye caused by winter weather 


Cold winter weather 
arrived early this year. It 
not only dries out your 
skin, it also can contribute 
to dry eye. 

“The tears your eyes 
normally produce are 
important for your overall 
eye health and vision,” said 
Dr. Matthew Burchett, an 
optometrist with the Eye 
Care Center, which has 
eight offices in Central 
Kentucky. He also is presi¬ 
dent of the Kentucky 
Optometric Association. 
“When your eyes don’t 
produce enough tears, or 
the tears don’t have the 
right chemical composi¬ 
tion, you may experience 
stinging and itchy, scratchy 
eyes. 

According to a 2013 
survey by the American 
Optometric Association, 
41 percent of Americans 
suffer from dry eye. Nearly 


three-quarters (73 percent) 
use artificial tears or over- 
the-counter eye drops to 
reduce the symptoms asso¬ 
ciated with dry eye - even 
though some eye drops 
may actually have an 
adverse effect on dry eye 
symptoms. 

The Kentucky Opto¬ 
metric Association recom¬ 
mends that people can 
help relieve symptoms of 
winter dry eye by following 
a more complete approach, 
including: 

• Increasing the amount 
of humidity in your home 
and/or office. 

• Blinking more fre¬ 
quently. 

• Drinking plenty of 
water to avoid dehydra¬ 
tion. 

• Using preservative- 
free lubricant eye drops. 

• Wearing sunglasses 
with wrap-around frames 


while outdoors to protect 
your eyes from harsh ele¬ 
ments. 

• Eating fish or taking 
1,000 milligrams a day of 
fish oil. 

If these tips don’t offer 
any relief, the KOA recom¬ 
mends scheduling an 
appointment with an eye 
doctor to discuss prescrip¬ 
tion-based alternatives. 

“Dry eye can’t be cured, 
but the use of artificial 
tears or tear substitutes can 
be used,” Burchett said. 
“For more severe cases, 
ointments can be used at 
bedtime, or small plugs 
may be inserted in the eyes’ 
tear drainage canals to slow 
the loss of tears. In addi¬ 
tion, nutritional substi¬ 
tutes may be recommend¬ 
ed, and prescription medi¬ 
cine may be given to reduce 
inflammation and improve 
the production of tears.”

COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY 
ORDINANCE NO. 841.1A 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 841.1 RELATING TO SPE¬ 
CIFIC TRAINING OF THE PENDLETON COUNTY ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER SECTION ONE, 
SUBSECTION (3). 

Be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of County of Pendleton, Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION ONE OF ORDINANCE NO. 841.1 IS AMENDED TO ADD ADDITIONAL LANGUAGE 
DEALING WITH ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER TRAINING SPECIFIED IN SUBPARAGRAPH “3” 
SAID SECTION ONE SHALL READ IN ITS ENTIRETY AS FOLLOWS AND FURTHER RESTATING 
SECTION THREE: 


SECTION ONE 


Definitions 


1. Henneke System — A system of body conditioning scoring adopted by the Kentucky Horse Council, whereby 
a 1-9 scale is used to rate a horses overall body condition. A horse with a body condition of 1 is emaciated and 
in danger of starving to death while a horse with a body condition of 9 is extremely obese. It is widely used by 
law enforcement agencies as a method for scoring body condition. The Henneke System was developed by Don 
Henneke, PHD. 


2. Licensed Veterinarian - A veterinarian that has graduated from a college or university with a degree in veteri¬ 
narian medicine and who is licensed in the State of Kentucky by the Kentucky Board of Veterinarian Medicine. 

3. Animal Control Officer - A peace officer in Pendleton County recognized by the Kentucky Department of 
Justice, holding a valid ORI #, who has been trained and certified in both Level I and II Livestock Abuse Inves¬ 
tigation Training which is provided through the Kentucky Justice Cabinet or is certified by the National Cruelty 
Investigation School to at least a Level III position. 

4. Harboror - Anyone found to have in their position and/or on their property an equine and/or equines for 
more than two days and not notifying the animal control officer of the fact that he/she has had the equine and/ 
or equines dropped on their property. 

SECTION 3 


Enforcement Action 


1. Party and/or parties owning, guarding, caring for and/or harboring an equine and/or equines in Pendleton 
County, determined by the animal control office and licensed veterinary to be neglected and/or starved, may be 
charged with a Class A Misdemeanor. Such charges shall carry a fined of not less than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars per equine, or be sentenced to no more than Twelve (12) 
months in jail, or both fine and incarceration. 


2. Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed veterinary, that in order to better 
protect and nurture neglected and/or starved equine and/or equines they be remove from the property and/or 
the housing location of the owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harboror of an equine and/or equines, any and all 
associated cost of caring for, transporting, veterinary cost and housing such equine and/or equines shall be the 
direct responsibility owner, guardian, caretaker and/or harboror and the County and/or its designee shall be reim¬ 
bursed fully for any and all such cost. Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed 
veterinary that the equine and/or equines be permitted to stay in the care of the owner, guardian, caretaker and/ 
or harboror, the animal control officer shall obtain a random sample of feed/forage provided to the equine and/ 
or equines on a bi-weekly basis. The animal control officer may, at his discretion, have such feed and/or forage 
tested by the Kentucky Department of Agriculture in order to determine if the equine and/or equines are receiv¬ 
ing proper nutrition. 


3. Should it be determined by both the animal control officer and the licensed veterinary, that neglected and/or 
starved equine and/or equines are at the degree of starvation and/or neglect beyond that of rehabilitation, such 
equine and/or equines shall be humanely euthanized and any and all associated cost shall be borne by the owner, 
guardian, caretaker and/or harboror. 

In all other respects Ordinance No. 841.1 shall remain in full force and effect as set forth in said Ordinance to the 
extent it is not inconsistent with the amendment herein above. 


This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage, publication and recording, 
according to law.

Views on National School Choice Week 


U.S. Senate Republican 
Leader Mitch McConnell recog¬ 
nized National School Choice 
Week in the Congressional 
Record and with an op-ed in 
Kentucky newspapers. 

Senator McConnell wrote 
that National School Choice 
Week is an “ideal time to 
remember that school choice 
can be an important option for 
children... Over 10,000 young 
Kentuckians a year drop out of 
school, with little likelihood to 
return and reduced prospects for 
the future. Dropping out before 
graduating high school very 
often subjects kids to added 
hardship. Studies by the U.S. 
Census Bureau show that the 
average high-school dropout 
earns 42 percent less than a high 
school graduate without a col¬ 
lege degree. And these failures of 
our school system fall hardest on 
minority and low-income chil¬ 
dren. But the big government- 
educational complex too often 
cares more about the bricks and 
mortar of a failing school than 
the children attending it. Special 
interests, like those of unions, 
can outweigh the interests of 
individual students. We need to 
provide increased opportunities 
for families to choose the educa¬ 
tion environment that best 
meets the needs of their chil¬ 
dren. School choice programs 
do just that - they empower 
parents.” 

The full text follows: 

In America, education is one 
of the keys to success - but too 
many Kentucky children are 
trapped in failing schools. This 
week is National School Choice 
Week, an ideal time to remem¬ 
ber that school choice can be an 
important option for children 
living in poverty. 

Over 10,000 young Ken¬ 
tuckians a year drop out of 
school, with little likelihood to 
return and reduced prospects for 
the future. Dropping out before 
graduating high school very 
often subjects kids to added 
hardship. Studies by the U.S. 
Census Bureau show that the 
average high-school dropout 
earns 42 percent less than a high 
school graduate without a col¬ 
lege degree. And these failures of 


our school system fall hardest on 
minority and low-income chil¬ 
dren. 

But the big government- 
educational complex too often 
cares more about the bricks and 
mortar of a failing school than 
the children attending it. Special 
interests, like those of unions, 
can outweigh the interests of 
individual students. 

We need to provide 
increased opportunities for fam¬ 
ilies to choose the education 
environment that best meets the 
needs of their children. School 
choice programs do just that - 
they empower parents. 

There are two types of 
school choice programs. One 
program provides financial assis¬ 
tance for disadvantaged students 
to enroll in private schools. The 
second - charter schools - are 
public schools that are entrepre¬ 
neurial and free from many of 
the constraints of school district 
bureaucracies. Rather than 
focusing on red tape, they are 
singularly focused on academic 
achievement, and give parents 
the opportunity to choose the 
best school for their child. 

Both types of programs offer 
families the opportunity to send 
their child to safer schools with 
a proven track record of success. 
They allow public education 
dollars to follow the student to 
the school of their parents’ 
choosing and improve student 
performance. Surely parents, 
not bureaucrats, are the best 
judges of what school is right for 
their child. 

In Washington, D.C., stud¬ 
ies have shown that the city’s 
private school scholarship pro¬ 
gram has increased graduation 
rates by 21 percent. In Indiana, 
enrollment in the state’s private 
school scholarship program has 
more than doubled this year, to 
nearly 20,000 students. Clearly 
parents in Indiana are pleased 
with the availability of this 
option. 

Indiana charter school stu¬ 
dents also saw improvements in 
learning for math and reading 
compared to their traditional 
public-school counterparts. If 
Indiana and Washington, D.C., 
can offer their children better 


choices, why can’t Kentucky do 
the same? 

A recent poll shows that 72 
percent of Kentuckians favor 
charter schools, and yet Ken¬ 
tucky is one of only seven states 
that does not allow them. I agree 
with the vast majority of Ken¬ 
tuckians who favor charter 
schools and have supported fed¬ 
eral incentives for states that 
permit them, and will continue 
to do so. 

For these reasons, I am a 
proud sponsor of legislation in 
the U.S. Senate that would 
expand school choice and allow 
11 million low-income students 
to take federal funding to the 
public or private school they 
choose. This would give parents, 
not Washington or bloated 
school bureaucracies, the power 
to decide how to best use the 
education money allocated for 
their children. It would also 
ensure that students trapped in 
failing schools don’t have to wait 
for those schools to get better to 
get a quality education. 

While I was encouraged to 
see Kentucky’s ranking among 
states has improved, more is still 
needed. Last year, 18 of Ken¬ 
tucky’s 22 failing schools were in 
Jefferson County. Students 
trapped in failing schools, such 
as those in the Louisville area, 
need options before they fall too 
far behind. 

School choice is a way out. 
For low-income families, it can 
break the cycle of poverty. 
Thanks to school choice, many 
young men and women who 
would otherwise not have had 
the opportunity to excel can 
grow up to become leaders in 
their communities and their 
country. 

The current one-size-fits-all 
education system is not the best 
approach. Our Commonwealth 
needs to make fundamental 
changes so that every child has 
the opportunity to leave a failing 
school. I’m grateful for the orga¬ 
nizations across the Bluegrass 
State which are fighting to make 
that happen. Kentucky’s school 
children are capable of great 
things; let’s make sure we 
empower their parents to help 
their children succeed. 


Minimum wage increase might kill Ky. jobs

Kentucky lawmakers are 
considering HB 1, a proposal 
to raise the minimum wage to 
$10.10 per hour over a three- 
year period. Proponents of the 
measure cling to the myth that 
minimum wage increases are a 
way to address poverty. The 
sad truth is that a minimum 
wage increase fails miserably as 
an anti-poverty policy. In fact, 
increases in the minimum wage 
reduce jobs and job opportuni¬ 
ties especially for young, 
minority and low-skilled work¬ 
ers. Study after study shows 
that minimum wage increases 
cost jobs and stifle job creation. 
But we don’t need academic 
studies to know that. Com¬ 
mon sense tells us that if you 
increase the cost of something, 
demand decreases. Raise the 
cost of gas and people buy less 
gas. Raise the cost of movie 
tickets and people go to fewer 
movies. Raise the cost of 
employing someone and 
employers will employ fewer 
workers. 

This economic principle 
hits particularly hard among 
those who are already least able 
to find employment - the 
young, minorities and low 
skilled workers. Without entry- 
level opportunities these indi¬ 
viduals have little chance of 
gaining work experience, on- 
the-job training and advancing 
to a higher paying job. Not 


having these opportunities will 
almost certainly destine these 
individuals to a life of poverty 
with little hope of escape. After 
all, the surest way to be poor is 
not to be able to get a job. 

Kentucky’s unemployment 
rate sits above 8 percent, higher 
than all of our surrounding 
states except Illinois. The 
youth unemployment rate is 
more than double that. The 
unemployment rate in some 
rural counties approaches 20 
percent. It hardly seems pru¬ 
dent to pass legislation that will 
make this already bad situation 
worse. HB 1 should be titled 
“The Kentucky Job-Killing Act 
of 2014” because that’s exactly 
what its passage would accom¬ 
plish. 

A second myth that propo¬ 
nents of HB 1 advance is that 
large corporations employ the 
bulk of minimum wage work¬ 
ers. Again, the truth is far from 
that. The vast majority of mini¬ 
mum wage workers do not 
work for large nationwide cor¬ 
porations. In fact about half 
work for businesses that employ 
fewer than 100 employees and 
roughly 40 percent work for 
very small businesses with 
fewer than 50 employees. 
These are the locally-owned 
independent hardware store, 
grocery store, and restaurant or 
service business. They are the 
backbone of Kentucky’s econo¬ 
my and provide the state and 
local communities with not 


only jobs and tax revenues but 
access to a wide array of goods 
and services. And the jobs they 
provide run the whole gamut 
from entry level positions that 
allow young or unskilled work¬ 
ers to gain needed experience 
to skilled and management 
positions with much higher 
salaries. 

Kentucky’s small businesses 
are already at risk. The Com¬ 
monwealth has yet to shake off 
the effects of the “great reces¬ 
sion” and the small business 
community is still suffering. 
The impact of federal health 
care reform is just now being 
felt and small business owners 
are being faced with dramati¬ 
cally rising costs for health care 
insurance. Federal policies on 
coal have decimated the econo¬ 
my of Kentucky’s coal-produc¬ 
ing regions and small business¬ 
es are feeling the effect. In 
today’s economy small business 
owners face single digit (or less) 
profit margins, extremely price- 
sensitive customers, and no 
room to absorb a substantial 
increase in the cost of labor. 
Increasing the minimum wage 
will only increase the head¬ 
winds small business owners 
face and for some will be the 
proverbial “straw that broke the 
camel’s back.” HB 1 could also 
be titled “The Kentucky Small 
Business Destruction Act of 
2014” because its impact will 
make it even harder for small 
businesses to survive. 


Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week 



After observing Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Day on Mon¬ 
day, the Legislature continued 
its work that included a Tues¬ 
day evening joint session 
between the House and the 
Senate to receive the governor’s 
budget address. 

As the Senate is the upper 
chamber of the legislature, it is 
traditional for the Senate Pres¬ 
ident to preside over such joint 
sessions. This time Senate 
President Robert Stivers vacat¬ 
ed the podium to allow me to 
become the first female legisla¬ 
tor, and the first Senate Presi¬ 
dent Pro Tern, to preside over 
the joint session of the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly in 
which Governor Beshear pre¬ 
sented his proposed budget. 

During the address, Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear presented a 
multi-faceted budget proposal 
of $20.3 billion dollars for the 
next two fiscal years. The plan 
calls for five percent cuts to 
most state agencies, proposes a 
as tax increase, and borrows 
1.9 billion in new debt. 
Unfortunately, since the econ¬ 
omy is stagnant we will have to 
make tough choices in this 
budget and operate within our 


means. 

Also this week several bills 
passed the Senate including 
Senate Bill 27 that moves all 
elections of constitutional offi¬ 
cers to even-numbered years. 
This bill saves local and state 
governments millions of dol¬ 
lars by combining state and 
federal elections and will help 
engage more citizens in choos¬ 
ing constitutional officers with 
the higher voter turnout that 
normally occurs during presi¬ 
dential election years. 

Senate Bill 4 is another 
cost saving measure and also 
passed the Senate this week 
without opposition. This legis¬ 
lation provides a onetime elec¬ 
tion for members to base their 
pensions on their legislative 
work only, rather than on a 
high salaried position such as a 
judgeship or executive 
appointment that they may 
pursue in their final years of 
service. 

Senate Bill 3 passed suc¬ 
cessfully as well. It is a measure 
that makes abundantly clear 
that the language in our state’s 
informed consent law that 
requires a face-to-face consul¬ 
tation with a physician or des¬ 


ignee prior to an abortion pro¬ 
cedure must be done in person 
and not by pre-recorded mes¬ 
sage. Contrary to the current 
law, abortion clinics have 
adopted a one- size-fits-all 
approach to giving women 
required information prior to 
their having an abortion. Since 
no two people are identical 
and each woman may have dif¬ 
ferent health concerns, they 
deserve to be provided indi¬ 
vidualized information before 
they can give truly informed 
consent to this life-altering 
surgery. Women should also 
have the opportunity to ask 
questions and receive accurate 
answers. SB3 makes clear that 
these consumer protection 
provisions are done in person 
and face-to-face. As the origi¬ 
nal sponsor of Kentucky’s 
informed consent law, I sup¬ 
port SB3 but am disappointed 
that such is necessary because 
abortionists have intentionally 
misinterpreted our current law 
and I believe are operating in 
violation of it. It is my hope 
that once women are given all 
the facts, they will choose life 
for their babies.

“School Bus Driving” 


I saw an old friend the 
other day in the supermarket 
and she commented, “Marvin, 
why don’t you write a piece 
about school bus drivers”? I 
thought about it after I got 
home and concluded, “Why 
not!” 

Some of the most ignored 
and least appreciated public 
servants are the school bus 
drivers. Now, I know all of 
them are not saints, but they 
do a difficult job, and really, 
most of them are nice folks. 

I come from a history of 
school bus drivers: my dad 
drove a school bus for 20 plus 
years; my mother-in-law drove 
a school bus for some 30 plus 
years; and I drove some 10 
plus years myself. 

I realize that my school bus 
driving took place 40 years 
ago, but I can still associate 
with the drivers of today. In 
fact, when I retired, I qualified 
and received my Commercial 
Driver’s License. Some folks 
said “Marvin, why do you 
want to do that?” But to be 
honest I kind of enjoyed the 
challenge. It made me feel 
younger and worthwhile. 

Driving a school bus today 
is a lot different than it was 40 
years ago. In the old days, a 
driver had the authority to 
keep order on a bus. Even if it 
meant giving the student a 
quick shake, putting him on 
the front seat, calling the par¬ 
ent, seeing that he got a lick or 
two with the paddle, or even 
making him find his own ride 
to school for a day or two. 
These were some of the suc¬ 
cessful remedies which were 
used. Parents didn’t object to 
these measures, because they 
worked and to be forced to be 
absent from their job to trans¬ 
port a kid to school was a 
financial loss and strain on the 
family. The parents would help 
a driver with a discipline prob¬ 
lem. 

I recall two very serious 
situations that happened to me 
as an early driver. One cen¬ 
tered on an almost serious 
accident that fortunately did 


not happen, and the other 
involved a unique type of dis¬ 
cipline that was necessary for 
me to use. I had to “Stretch” 
the truth just a little on the 
latter. 

The accident that almost 
happened involved a student 
and a health situation. The bus 
I drove was overcrowded. It 
was a sixty six-passenger bus, 
but I probably hauled 75 stu¬ 
dents. There was this one high 
school student who had been 
causing a disturbance in the 
back of the bus, and I had 
placed him on the front seat by 
the door. He was a very large 
boy and quite strong and had a 
history of epileptic seizures. 
He functioned very well if he 
was regular in taking his medi¬ 
cation, but at times he would 
get lax and forget his medicine. 

One morning, I was per¬ 
haps two miles from the high 
school, with 70 students 
aboard, going about 50 miles 
per hour. All of a sudden, the 
student stood straight up. I 
had no time to stop or slow 
down. I could tell by his 
actions that he was in trouble. 
He fell on top of me and began 
a thrashing movement. I was 
unable to help in any way 
because of the movement of 
the bus. Other students nearby 
were either too small or too 
frightened to be of any assis¬ 
tance. By the help of God, I 
safely reached the high school, 
secured help, and was able to 
escape a very serious accident. 

The other case involved a 
high school boy who was a 
regular “Pain in the Neck,” to 
put it mildly. He was always 
causing some sort of trouble. I 
tried everything I knew: I 
placed him on the front seat; I 
called his parents; I kicked him 
off the bus for three days; I 
paddled him; and I reported 
him to the principal. With 
these measures I was able to 
control him, but I knew his 
mind was working in ways to 
get even with me. 

Everything seemed to be 
going well until shortly after 
our Christmas break. I don’t 


know if it was a result of left 
over Christmas peanuts and 
turkey, or if the boy had an 
intestinal disorder, or if he just 
figured a way to get even with 
me. He would quietly “pass 
gas.” Since it was winter, he 
was on the front seat near the 
heater, and I had my back to 
him, it was impossible for me 
to correctly identify the “Cul¬ 
prit,” even though I knew 
without a doubt who it was. 

I confronted him, but he 
looked me straight in the eye 
and commented, “PROVE 
IT!” I knew he had me; he 
knew he had me; and I well 
knew that for the health and 
comfort of the rest of the stu¬ 
dents and also me, that some¬ 
thing had to be done and done 
quickly! 

The following morning 
when he was about to enter the 
bus, I arose from my seat, 
motioned for the student to 
accompany me outside behind 
the bus, out of hearing dis¬ 
tance of others. 

Our conversation went 
something like this, “Now I 
know the source of the obnox¬ 
ious smell is caused by you. 
You know you are the reason 
for the smell. I can’t prove it, 
but here is my course of action. 
If I smell you this morning, I 
will take you off the bus at our 
first stop at Northern Elemen¬ 
tary, have the principal witness 
me and give you two strong 
licks with the paddle. The next 
time I smell you, I will give 
you, and each smell thereafter 
I will increase the licks. Do 
you understand? I WANT 
THE FARTING STOPPED!!! 
You and I will be the only 
people who know the real rea¬ 
son for the paddling, because if 
anyone asks why the paddling, 
I will just tell them that you 
misbehaved.” 

He looked at me, and 
responded, “Why you cant do 
that because I have certain 
rights!” 

I looked back at him with 
a smile and commented, 
“PROVE IT.”

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 



When the General Assem¬ 
bly meets in even-numbered 
years, the governor appears 
twice before the House and 
Senate during the opening days 
of the legislative session. The 
first time is the State of the 
Commonwealth address, which 
lays out a vision for the future, 
and the second comes two 
weeks later, when the governor 
focuses on how the state can 
pay for it. 

As Governor Beshear noted 
in his remarks early last week, 
writing budgets during his 
administration has not been 
easy. The combined cuts over 
the last six years now stand at 
$1.6 billion, and the state 
workforce is at its smallest size 
since the 1970s. 

Even so, both Governor 
Beshear and the General 
Assembly have worked well 
together trying to navigate 
through these obstacles. While 
it is still early in the process, it 
appears that the governor’s pro¬ 
posed two-year budget is 
another step in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

Its key feature is an increase 
in elementary and secondary 
education classroom funding, 
which has remained flat for five 
years. There is also additional 
money for new textbooks, pro¬ 
fessional development, after- 
school services and school safe¬ 
ty measures as well as raises for 
teachers, other local school per¬ 
sonnel and state employees in 
general. 

For our youngest children, 
Governor Beshear would like to 
see the state significantly 
expand preschool eligibility, 
and for postsecondary educa¬ 
tion, he advocates constructing 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
of new facilities at many of our 
public postsecondary schools. 
He also supports re-starting the 
“Bucks for Brains” program 
that has significantly boosted 
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research efforts at our universi¬ 
ties. 

There are several other sig¬ 
nificant initiatives in the gover¬ 
nor’s budget. One would set 
aside $110 million to restore 
federal cutbacks to a childcare- 
assistance program. This could 
help about 10,000 families with 
their daycare expenses so the 
parents can continue to work. 

Another $100 million in a 
public-private partnership 
would boost access to fast-speed 
internet. Only a handful of 
states have a greater percentage 
of businesses and citizens that 
are not within easy reach of this 
service. 

As called for in last year’s 
law on pension reform, there is 
considerably more money to 
stabilize public retirement sys¬ 
tems. 

Under the governor’s six- 
year highway plan, there is a 
call to widen both the Moun¬ 
tain Parkway and 1-65 and 
move forward with the bridge 
projects in both Louisville and 
alongside the Brent Spence 
Bridge in Covington. 

For agriculture, a major 
project in the budget is $32.5 
million to build a new Breathitt 
Veterinary Center in Hopkins¬ 
ville. This will replace the cur¬ 
rent 45-year-old center, which 
complements the state’s other 
animal diagnostic center at the 
University of Kentucky. The 
hope is that we can have the 
new facility ready by 2016, giv¬ 
ing farmers in that part of the 
state the most up-to-date ser¬ 
vices when it comes to recog¬ 
nizing and treating animal dis¬ 
eases. 

Another agricultural pro¬ 
gram especially important to 


me - Farms to Food Banks - 
would get $1 million over the 
next two years under the gover¬ 
nor’s budget. Last year alone, 
this helped distribute more 
than one million pounds of 
produce to hungry Kentucki¬ 
ans, enough to fill a plate full of 
fruits and vegetables for 1.8 
million meals. I was proud to 
sponsor the law that gives par¬ 
ticipating farmers a tax break 
for doing this charitable work. 

Although not tied to the 
budget, I want to mention that 
the House voted unanimously 
on Friday for legislation I spon¬ 
sored to help local groceries 
when it comes to replacing 
cracked eggs. If this becomes 
law, these stores will be able to 
recombine the good eggs in 
another package without hav¬ 
ing to throw them away. 

Now that the House has the 
budget in hand, the next step is 
for our Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee to take a 
closer look at what changes our 
chamber may want to make. 
The Senate will then have its 
turn, and a final version should 
be signed into law by mid-April 
and be ready to take effect on 
July 1st, the start of the fiscal 
year. 

There is not enough space 
in this column to cover all 
aspects of the budget, but 
hopefully this gives a good out¬ 
line of what we are debating. If 
you would like to let me know 
your thoughts on this or any 
other issue, please let me know.

for impacting the propane 
supply. Couple that with 
the bitter winter and you 
get the demand. Jeff Lykins 
of Lykins Oil Company told 
WKRC his crews are sup¬ 
plying customers with pro¬ 
pane they had to drive to 
North Carolina for. That 
adds to the cost, too. 

ABC News reported that 
Kentucky’s attorney general 
was granted an injunction 
against a major propane 
supplier that had stopped 
delivering to commercial 
customers in several states. 
The court order allows cus¬ 
tomers of Paducah-based 
United Propane Gas to get 
their tanks refilled from 
other sources without seek¬ 
ing permission from the 


company. 

When contacted local 
suppliers to residents of 
Pendleton County stated 
that prices were changing 
daily. Some are no longer 
taking new customers and 
are limiting delivery 
amounts to 100 gallons or 
for customers with 500 gal¬ 
lon tanks a limit of 200 
gallons. Prices given for the 
present are $4.25-$4.50 per 
gallon. 

One Pendleton County 
resident said she was told 
she could only have 100 gal¬ 
lons and was charged $5.29 
a gallon. "What can you do 
with a hundred gallons?" 
she asked in frustration.

Protect your heart 


Heart disease is the 
number one cause of illness 
and death for North Ameri¬ 
can women and kills more 
women than all forms of 
cancer combined. February 
is Womens Heart Health 
Month, and it is a great 
time for women to start tak¬ 
ing better care of their 
hearts all year round. 

It’s important to know 
your personal risk for heart 
disease and family history. 
Common risk factors for 
heart disease include elevat¬ 
ed blood pressure, high 
cholesterol levels, smoking, 
diabetes, a sedentary life¬ 
style and overweight or obe¬ 
sity. 

Obesity increases wom¬ 
ens risk for at least five lead¬ 
ing causes of death includ¬ 
ing heart disease, stroke, 
arteriosclerosis (hardening 
of the arteries) and some 
types of cancer. 

Two of the best ways to 
improve your heart health is 
to change your diet and to 
exercise. 

You have many different 
options to change your diet 
for the better. Most of them 
include incorporating more 
vegetables and fruits and 
fiber sources into your diet. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s MyPlate 
encourages people to fill 
half of their plates with 
fruits and vegetables. Fiber 
not only helps prevent heart 
disease but also can help 
prevent diabetes, manage 
weight and improve diges¬ 
tion. Good sources of fiber 
are beans, barley and oats. 

You can also start incor¬ 
porating more Mediterra¬ 
nean meals into your diet. 
People in Mediterranean 
countries tend to have lower 
rates of heart disease because 
they eat a diet rich in mono- 


unsaturated fat and linole- 
nic acid. They consume 
more olive oil, fish, fruits 
and vegetables. 

High blood pressure can 
be a major contributing fac¬ 
tor to heart disease and arte¬ 
riosclerosis. If you have high 
blood pressure, learning to 
control it can greatly reduce 
your risk of developing 
heart disease. The Dietary 
Approaches to Stop Hyper¬ 
tension (DASH) diet has 
been proven to significantly 
lower blood pressure. This 
diet involves limiting your 
salt intake and consuming 
plenty of fruits, vegetables, 
low-fat dairy products, fiber 
and lean meats. More infor¬ 
mation about the DASH 
diet is available on the 
National Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute’s website, 
http://www.nhlbi.nih.gov/ 
health/health-topics/topics/ 
dash/followdash.html. 

More than two-thirds of 
Kentuckians are not active, 
and 71 percent of women in 
the state report being seden¬ 
tary. You can become more 
heart healthy by incorporat¬ 
ing more movement into 
your day. That doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean you have to 
spend hours at the gym. If 
you lead a sedentary life¬ 
style, you can start small by 
doing things like taking the 
stairs instead of the elevator, 
parking further away from a 
store entrance, playing tag 
with your kids or walking 
around your neighborhood. 
Every bit of movement 
helps.

Winter is a good time to 
think ahead to the growing 
season that’s not really all 
that far away Cash hay sales 
can be an income source for 
many Kentucky farmers. 


These 10 management 
can help you generate 
most profit from your 
enterprise. 

1. Do extensive research 
the market and your

potential customers. Save 
some bales to show prospec¬ 
tive customers or brokers the 
kind of product you can 
offer. 

2. Realistically assess your 
ability to procure labor on a 
timely basis. Be sure you 
have labor lined up before 
committing to supply large 
quantities of hay 

3. Base your estimated 
income on average, not high, 
market prices for hay. If you 
can succeed on average pric¬ 
es, you will be in great shape 
in years when prices are even 
better. Make a short list of 
equipment necessary to 
expand your production 
capacity and quickly get hay 
up. Be tight-fisted, but realis¬ 
tic, about the budget. 

4. Target the cleanest, 
densest and most weed-free 
fields as those most likely to 
be good enough for cash hay. 

3. Develop a plan to har¬ 


vest the heaviest production 
first and in a timely fashion. 
This first harvest can be 
nearly 50 percent of your 
annual yield on good stands 
in good years. 

6. Work on storage to 
provide the capacity and 
access to the hay that you 
need. 

7. Consider establishing 
any new alfalfa fields as pure 
alfalfa and put grass in later. 
This will help you manage 
weeds that are hard or impos¬ 
sible to control in grass. 

8. Develop a plan to mar¬ 
ket hay that is off quality. 
Opportunities include your 
own cattle, other beef herds 
or even as landscape mulch. 

9. Learn all you can about 
cash hay enterprises from the 
experts by talking to experi¬ 
enced growers and attending 
meetings of the Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice and other educational 
organizations and groups. 

10. Remember the hay 
business is a service opera¬ 
tion. Your success may 
depend as much on what you 
are willing to do for the cus¬ 
tomer as what you can sup- 
ply.

The 
IRS will usually direct deposit 
your tax refund to your bank 
account within a few days after 
your return is filed. This can 
turn your "instant refund" into 
a very high cost short-term 
loan.

tains language that would take 
a giant step toward restoring 
industrial hemp production 
to Kentucky and the nation. 

“For months, we have 
tried to get some assurance at 
the federal level that Ken¬ 
tucky producers can grow 
industrial hemp without fear 
of government harassment or 
prosecution. This is what 
we’ve been waiting for,” Com¬ 
missioner Comer said. “I 
appreciate Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell’s efforts to get hemp 
language in the farm bill. 
Without his protection of the 
language, there is no way it 
would have survived the pro¬ 
cess. I’m also grateful to Sen. 
Rand Paul and Reps. John 
Yarmuth and Thomas Massie 
for supporting our efforts 
from the beginning. And I 
again want to thank state Sen. 
Paul Hornback for having the 
courage to sponsor Senate Bill 
50, which makes industrial 
hemp production legal under 
Kentucky law.” 

The farm bill contains lan¬ 
guage that would allow state 
departments of agriculture 
and institutions of higher 
learning to conduct pilot 
hemp projects for research 
purposes in states such as 
Kentucky where hemp pro¬ 
duction is legal according to 
state law. The research must 
relate to growth, cultivation, 
and/or marketing of hemp. 
Sen. McConnell’s top depu¬ 
ties quietly communicated 
with Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture senior staff for 
weeks on the progress with 
the hemp language. 

Today, Commissioner 
Comer is working the phones 
talking with producers, pro¬ 
cessors, and members of the 
Kentucky Industrial Hemp 
Commission. The commis¬ 
sion’s chairman, Brian Fur¬ 
nish, was very gratified to hear 
this latest news. 

“We still have work to do, 
and this isn’t the end of the 
road, but it’s unbelievable 
progress, and I could not be 
happier with this develop¬ 
ment,” Furnish said. “I appre¬ 
ciate Sen. McConnell holding 
firm for Kentucky, and I 
believe the day is coming 
when we will see this crop 
completely restored to the 
Commonwealth.” 

The U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives could take up the 
farm bill as early as Wednes¬ 
day. 

Commissioner Comer 
revived the Kentucky Indus¬ 
trial Hemp Commission in 

2012 and has advocated for 
the restoration of industrial 
hemp production in Ken¬ 
tucky throughout his term as 
agriculture commissioner. He 
led a bipartisan effort to make 
hemp production legal under 
state law, and the Kentucky 
General Assembly passed SB 
50 in the final hour of the 

2013 legislative session.
